When giving signals to Little League players, the coach should 
not m ake them complicated. N or should they be so simple that 
the opposing team can recognize them. 
One of the favorite signals in professional baseball is the skin- 
to-skin sign. Any time a coach rubs his hands together, touches 
his hand against his face or forearm or any other bare skin on his 
body, the signal is on. One danger in using this sign is that an 
absent-minded coach m ight scratch an itch on his chin and find 
the batter bunting the next pitch when the coach wanted him to 
hit away. 
Coaches often give several signals in a row to confuse their op­ 
ponents. The players on the team wall be told th at they should 
follow' the first signal given in the first inning, the second signal 
given in the second inning, ct cetera. To keep from tipping off the 
sign to their foes, the players should continue to watch the coach 
until he com pletes his signaling. 
Coaches can work out m any varieties of signs from game to 
game and from inning to inning. Generally the batters and base- 
runners indicate that they understand the sign by touching their 
belts, rubbing a hand against the uniform or some other simple 
signal.

Home builders say 
that in­ 
creased applications for mortgag­ 
es foreshadow a construction re­ 
vival, 
perhaps by next month. 
The accent is shifting from the 
low-priced “shelter” type of house 
to 
the larger,

expensive

When giving signals to Little League players, the coach should 
not make them complicated. Nor should they be so simple that 
the opposing team can recognize them. 
One of the favorite signals in professional baseball is the skin* 
to-skin sign. Any time a coach rubs his hands together, touches 
his hand against his face or forearm or any other bare skin on his 
body, the signal is on. One danger in using this sign is that an 
absent-minded coach might scratch an itch on his chin and find 
the batter bunting the next pitch when the coach wanted him to 
hit away. 
Coaches often give several signals in a row to confuse their op­ 
ponents. The players on the team will be told that they should 
follow the first signal given in -the first inning, the second signal 
given in the second inning, et cefera. To keep from tipping off the 
sign to their foes, the players should continue to watch the coach 
until he completes his signaling. 
Coaches can work out many varieties of signs from game to 
game and from inning to inning. Generally the batters and base- 
runners indicate that they understand the sign by touching their 
belts, rubbing a hand against the uniform or some other simple 
signal.
